—Repercussions -of the fight being 
waged by farmers of Iowa, Nebras­ 
ka and other states against forced 
sales of farm property were heard 
in Ohio today as leaders of the first 
organized protest 
surveyed their 
battleground. 
Wood county officials pondered 
the probable effect of the action of 
800 determined farmers in buying 
$800 worth of a neighbor’s property 
and then telling the “dirt farmer," 
W alter H. Kratnp, to keep it. The 
at least temporary victory in 
the 
farmer’s fight to prevent a debt- 
ridden neighbor from losing 
his 
property to satisfy a mortgage was 
the first occurrence of Its kind in 
Ohio although numerous similar in­ 


stances have been reported lo oth­ 
er states. 
W hether th# farmer# will carry 
on their campaign at other forced 
sales was a matter of conjecture 
Some of the leaden in yesterday’s 
movement, however, indicated tile 
organisation 
would 
attend 
fore­ 
closing sales on northwest 
Ohio 
farms. A sale to be beld next Tues­ 
day near Deshler specifically was 
mentioned. 
Meanwhile, the legality of 
the 
Kramp sale was a matter of dis 
puts. The farmers told Kramp they 
would arrange some legal method, 
possibly a 99-year lease, to trans­ 
fer the property to him. 
Prosecutor 
Raymond 
E. Ladd, 
however, declared the sale was Il­ 
legal because John Crom, manager 
of the Inter-City Finance company, 
was prevented from bidding. Crom

The fourth consignment of fed­ 
eral farm board flour—7,232 bar­ 
rels or 57.856 sacks—the largest al­ 
lotment ever received, has been ob 
tained by the East Liverpool chap­ 
ter of the Red Cross from the na­ 
tional organization for distribution 
to needy persons in East Liverpool, 
Liverpool and Bt. Clair townships 
and Salineville. 
Joseph Bets. chairman of 
the 
municipal bureau of charity and 
welfare, announced today that one- 
third of East Liverpool’s allotment 
of 2,150 barrels is due here and will 
be transferred from a Dresden ave­ 
nue railroad siding to Central fire 
station by volunteer workers either 
Saturday or Monday. The flour will 
be received in three monthly ship­ 
ments during February, March and 
April, from 
the 
Mennel Milling 
company of Fostoria, consisting of 
three car loads each for distribu­ 
tion in the district. 
Men receiving the flour are re­ 
quested to assist in the unloading, 
it was said by Bets, who Indicated 
they should report at the fire sta­ 
tion. 
'The flour distribution commit­

SAVING THE RAILROADS. 
A powerful spokesman In the incoming adminls 
(ration has expressed the belief that the govern 
ment will have to loan money to the railroads of 
the country in an effort to keep the carriers solvent. 
Representative Henry T. Rainey, Democratic floor 
leader, speaking before the National Rivers and Hor 
bors conference in Washington, sai4i that not only 
will the government be called upon to loan a great 
amouut of money to the railroads, but these loans 
will not necessarily he backed by adequaU security. 
This is due to the fact that the rail Income is tum­ 
bling at such a rapid rate that no program of Anan 
rial relief, no m atter how nimble, can keep pace 
with declining values. 
In the end, lf these railroads' 
that have borrowed so heavily are unable to meet' 
their obligations, we have set up In this country a 
vast new structure of government ownership. 
There are many economists who deplore any such 
situation as this. 
They can not visualize our rail 
roads being owned and operated by the government 
Politics is the bugaboo. Yet Canadian railroads have 
done remarkably well under government operation. 
Tills is not the time to decide if American rail­ 
roads have reached the peak of their usefulness and 
prosperity. 
Economic conditions are such that no 
definite conception of the railroads’ future can be ob 
tallied. 
We know that many things must be done 
to ease the burden of the rail carriers.

lief from the unfair competition of highway tracks 
Another is less regulation by the Interstate Com 
meres commission that stifles initiative ami deprives!

Nevertheless, shortly afterward, the Ohio state 
senate adopted a resolution approving the pending 
Corwin amendment to the Constitution, which would 
have provided that thereafter no amendment or 
other change In the powers of government should be 
made which would interfere with slavery within its 
limits at that time.

In 
beth of these pertinents viewpoints 
regarding the work of Mr. Blythe 
he is compared favorably to some 
of the leading artists of his 
and 
former days. 
“In the revival of interest in folk 
art in America and in early Ameri­ 
can art in general it Is eminently 
fitting that the Carnegie Institute 
should present 
an 
exhibition 
of 
paintings by a local artist, David 
Q. Blythe, who in his own day was 
known as the "Hogarth of Ameri­ 
ca’ prefaced Mr. O’Donnell 
Here he referred to William Ho­ 
garth. who was born in London on 
November IO, 1897 and who passed 
away on October 25, 1784 at the 
age of 67 years which happens to 
be the same interval 
that 
has 
elapsed since the death of David G. 
Blythe before a public exhibition 
was made of his work In the city In 
which he himself succumbed 
in 
1865. 
I 
T IS thus interesting to note 
that William Hogarth was the 
son of an unsuccessful school­ 
m aster and that he was apprentic­ 
ed to a silversmith at 17. He devel­ 
oped into the making 
of copper­ 
plates. He progressed to a point in 
which bls illustrations were used 
somewhat. His initial ambition was 
to become 
a line engraver. 
In 
1724 he began studying in the art 
school of Sir Jam es Thornhill. He 
soon afterwards began making cov­ 
er pieces and frontispieces for then 
well-known books. He married Miss 
Janes Thornhill, the daughter of 
Sir James Thornhill. 
He finally painted a series of pic­ 
tures which indicated progress on 
the part of a young man and yonng 
woman 
yielding 
to temptations 
about them to do wrong. Another 
depiction 
was 
“Marriage A 
La 
Mode." Then in 1747 he contribut­ 
ed 12 sheets which had to do with 
industry and idleness. He sought 
to paint the vices of society with 
the end of causing its reformation. 
Hogarth was said to have been 
the first artist “to turn his back to 
traditional practices to go direct to 
nature for the figures," be painted. 
He was thus regarded as free from 
foreign and ancient influences. In 
his portraits he is said to be a 
technician of a 
high order 
His 
paints were regarded 
as 
better 
than his engravings. 
His portraits included his sister. 
Mary Hogarth, Lavina Fenton as 
Polly Peachen and David Garrick 
as Richard HI In the Metropolitan 
Museum is his portrait of Peg Wof­ 
fington. Other paintings of his are 
“Southworth Fair," "The Distress 
Picture," "The March to Fuchey,” 
"The Election" and others. 
Hogarth was called the "Moliere 
of Paintings" and "Moliere” 
was 
the name assumed 
by Jean Bap­ 
tiste Poquelin who passed away at 
51 in 1873 while regarded as the 
greatest dram atist and perhaps the 
greatest writer of France. He be­ 
came the valet de chamber of the 
king which position his father had 
held before him. 
The suggestion that 
David 
G. 
Blythe, East Liverpool artist who 
functioned aa such without train­ 
ing was "the Hogarth of America" 
is thus also indirectly to compare 
him to Moliere, France’s outstand­ 
ing dram atist and writer.
